HISTORICAL SKETCH. 



ORIGIN OF THE CLUa 

In the Autumns of 1880 and o£ 1881, Captain Frankljn Howland of 
Acushnet made a request of the Bristol County Agricultural Society, that 
one of the three Farmers' Institutes this society is required to hold each 
season, should be held in Xew Bedford. These requests were granted. 
I'rof .Levi 8tockl)ridge, president of the Miissachiiselts Agricultural Col-

lege, addressed the first Institute, which was held in the City Hall, New 
Bedford. The second Institute was also held in the City Hall, February 
7, 1882. Hon. Warren Ladd of New Bedford, an officer of the county 
society, presided. The speakers were Col. John E, Russell, secretary of 
the State Board of Agriculture, whose subject was, "The Horse; his 
care and keeping"; and Hon, A. P. Slade of Somerset, subject; "Fruit

Culture." Theae were the first meetings of this character ever licld in this 
viciiiUy. New Beilfurd was the Inrthphice of tlic South Brii^tol Farmers' 
Club, and in that city all its uieutings have l>eeii held. 

In the report of the latter uiectiii<r in the Neio Bedford Standard 
there appears the following: "Captain llowlund su>rgested tliat a Farmers' 
Club )>e formed, to hold it» meetings in New Bedford, and l>e called the 
Southern Bristol Farmers' Club. Scversd others iidvocated the project, and 
it was voted that Captain Rowland be uuthoristed to call the first meetinj;," 
Messrs. Fi-anklyn Howland, Edmund Kodnntn of New Bedford and Dr.

Geoi^o Atwood of Fairhaven were a])pointed a eommittee to prepare a 
constitution and by-laws, and Isaac R. Potter of Dartmouth and Daniel 
W. Deane of Fairhaven were iLp])ointed a committee to nominate officers 
and present the list t" the meeting which was held in the Fifth Ward- 
room on Fourth street, on Saturday, Felnuary 18th, 1882, when the con- 
atitutiim reported by the committee was adopted and ()fficers were elected. 
The new organization was named "The South Bristol Fanners' Club." 

The above is from a historical sketch of the organization published 
in 1890. 



The club started out as a pure and simple, unincorporated Farmers' 
Club. Urgent invitations have come from prominent grangers to join 
their organization. These have been courteously listened to, but have 
not met with favorable consideration. 

January 30, l)J86, a committee was appointed to report upon the 
advisability of being incorporated as an Agricultural Society, in order to 
be entitled to the bounty provided by the statutes. On learning that in 
order to become such a society we should be obliged to hold fairs, county 
institutes, and awani premiums, the proposition was abandoned.

On several other occasions the matter of incorporating the club 
under Chapter 115 of the Statutes of the Commonwealth had been dis- 
cussed, but no definite action was taken till March 3d, 18SI4, when the 
directors were authorized to have the organization incorporated under 
that chapter, if in their judgment it was deemed advisable. They decided 
it was a wise act, and a certificate of incorpoi-ation. No. (5,057, dated 
November 1st, 1894, was issued by the Seci'etary of State of Massachu- 
setts. The ceremony of transferring the affairs of the old organization, 
after fourteen years of pleasant and successful existence, to the incorporat- 
ed one with the same name and membership, occurred November 17, 1894.

HEADQUARTERS. 

The elub has been very fortunate in securing pleasant and convenient 
rooms for its indoor meetings. From its birthplace in the Fifth Ward- 
room, it became a tenant of Acushnet Division of Sons of Temperance, in 
their hall, northwest corner of Union and Purchase streets, second tioor, 
where they met for the tii-st time March 18, 1882. When Acushnet Di-

vision moved to the third fluor of Hicks huilding, Purchase i^ti-eet, the 
club also went there, where the first meeting was held November 10, 
1883. The hall and banquet room furnished ample accommodations for 
several years. Here George S. Bowen ministered to the welfare of the 
club as janitor and caterer in an acceptable manner. 

The need of more room, the assistance of an elevator, and other 
conveniences, caused the club to request the directors, at the meeting of 
March 3, 18i)4, to secure more desirable quarters. They succeeded in 
leasing the lodge rocim on the second floor of Odd Fellows building, and

there the lirst Winter meeting of 1894 was held. This place has proved 
to be all the club desired for its use to the present time. A nicely fur- 
nished and carpeted hall, with toilet, cloak and banquet room and the 
convenience of an elevator, gave us all we could wish in this line. In 
addition we have had the prom))t and gentlemanly attention of janitor 
J. Harrington Sherman. 

INDCK)R MEETINGS. 

The chief object for which the club was organii^ed is stated in the 
declaration of purpose in the original constitution to be "the promotion 
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of agriculture and horticulture by frequent meetings for the discussion of 
these subjects." This purpose has been prominent in our history. 

The first original paper was presented at the first meeting by D. W. 
Deane of Fairhaven, subject: "The Value of Seaweed as Manure." For 
a time speakeis and their subjects were appointed at each meeting for 
the following one. It is recorded that April 18, 1885, a committee was 
appointed at the suggestion of the President, to prepare and have printed 
a list of si>eakers and subjects for the entire ensuing season, and this 
practice has since prevailed.

With few exceplioii.s, only one session a day was held till 1800, when 
two sessions a day were ordercd and this rule has since obtained. When 
two sessions have been held, collations have been served in the Imn(|uet 
room ; the first (mo June 20, 188(5. These have contributed to the 
attendance at the meetings, and added to the social features of the club. 
At times, 21)0 people have sat down to these feasts. Our own members 
have furnished most of the pajwrs for these meetings, showing great 
research and eai-eful preparation, and for merit and value they rank equal 
to those embodied in the State Agricultuml Reports. We have had 
beside, much of the best talent of the State to address us upon subjects 
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relating to home making and every l;)rant!h of farm and garden work. In 
connection with those indoor meetings, there has Ijeen held annually, 
with the single exception of 1894, a Farmers' Institute, provided by the 
Bristol County Agricultural Society, for this section of the State, The 
following list comprises the speakers and subjects at these meetings, not 
including Woman's Day and Young People's Day.

AUTUMN FAIRS. 

The club had not been organized a month when the proposition was 
presented to make a public display of the products of the soil, and it was 
voted to hold a fruit and flower ahow in City Hall. The cxhibilion was 



held July 4 and 5, 1882. A news- 
paper report says of it: "All who 
attended were unstinted in their 
praise, and, althou<rh the labor of 
arranj>ing such an exhibition was 
great, those to whom the work fell 
must have lieen amply repaid hy the 
success of their efforta." The net 
profits were 1148.50. This was the 
first earnings of the club.

PHILANTHROPY. 

The club has not lived for itself alone, but bj' word and deed has 
assisted various enterprises for the relief of the needy. The great finan- 
cial success of the Autumn fair of 1888, which netted us over a thousand 
dollars, led the President to sufTgest to the Executive Committee that as a 
thank offering for this prosperity, a tenth of this sum be donated to an 
unsectarian, charitable organization, naming St. Luke's Hospital as a 
worthy object. This proposition did not meet with favorable action, 
however, at that time, but on the 3Ist of March following, the elub

generously voted that ten per cent, of the profits of the next Autumn fair 
be given to tlie hospital, and gmnted space to the Woman't^ Hoard of that 
institution for the aale of goods. This practice prevailed till I8I1I, when 
the gratuity of ten per cent, was discontinued. Space at the fairs has 
also been assigned for several years to the Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union for a restaurant. The net receipts of these two organizations has 
sometimes exceeded that of the club. In 1896 the profits of these two 
enterprises was $370, while the club netted but $362. 

In 1890 the sum of thirty dollars was subscribed towards the build- 
ing fund of a Union Chapel at Sconticut Neck, in which several of our 
members were jiersonally interested. 
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In December, 1894, Wiiltani L. Hubbard called attention to the great 
suffering of farmers in Nebraska, from the drouth of the previous season. 
The sum of til 2.50 was readily and cheerfully subscribed and sent to 
their relief. A portion of this was received by them as a loan, and after 
the profitable season of 1895, $20.00 was returned to us. This was laid 
aside to be used in scmie similar cause.

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CONSTITUTION- 

The Name by which the corporation shall be known is the South 
Bristol Farmers' Club. 

The Purpose for which the corporation is constituted is to associate 
farnaers together for the purpose of improvement in farming knowledge 
by means of discussion, lectures and fairs, for social purposes, and for 
the establishment and maintenance of a place for reading room and social 
meetings. 

The Place in which the corporation is established or located is the 
City of New Bedford within the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

Section I. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Article I. — The membership shall consist of those who arc now 
members of an or<ranization known as the "South Bristol Farmers' Club," 
and such other })ersons as shall be elected to membership by a two-thirds 
vote of the members })resent and voting thereon at any reguhir meeting of 
the club, and signing the by-laws. 

Art. II. — There shall be a membershii) connnittee consisting of five 
persons, to whom all ai)ph*cati()ns for membership sliall be referred, and 
if said api)lication is approved, it shall be reported to the club for final 
action as jn'ovidcd for in Section I, Article I. 

Art. III. — No person who is not engaged in agriculture, horticul- 
ture, or in the raising of stock or poultry, shall be entitled to member- 
ship in the club. 

Section II. 

OFFICERS AND THEIR DUTIES. 

Art. I. — The officers of the club shall consist of a President, three 
Vice-Presidents, Secretary, Treasurer, and a board of nine Directors, 
all of whom shall be elected annually by ballot, and shall hold office until 
the next annual meeting, or till their successors are chosen. 

Art. II. — The President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer, 
shall be ex-officio members of the board of Directors. 

Art. VI. — It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive, deposit, 
and disburse all the funds of the club, subject to the authority and vote 
of the club. He shall keep regular accounts, and shall receive and 
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carefully preserve all vouchors for the payment of monies. The books 
and papers of the club in his possession shall be open at all regular 
meetings for the inspection of any member of the club. At the expira- 
tion of his term of office, he shall transfer all funds, books, papers, and 
all other property oi the corporation in his possession, to his successor in 
office. He shall give bond for the faithful discharge of his duty, in such 
sums and with such sureties as shall be required by the by-laws. See 
Chapter 10(), Sec. 26, General Statutes. 

(Articles 3, 4, 5, 7 of this section are omitted here. They provide 
for the duties of the other officers named above, which are of the usual 
character. ) 

Section HI. 

AUDITORS. 

AuT. I. — There shull bo a board of throe Auditors, who shall be 
elected to office at tlio annual meeting of the cori)oration, or may be 
appointed to office, if tlio corporation shall so direct. 

(Article II provides tor the duties of the Auditors.) 

Section IX . 

Mimr.ERSHIP COMMITTEE. 

Art. I. — There shall ho a membership comniittoo consisting of five 
persons, to whom all a])plications for membership shall bo rotorred, and 
who shall report tlioir reconnnondation for final action thereon as provided 
in Section I, Article II. 

Section V. 

MEMBERSHIP DUES. 

The annual dues shall l)e for men two dollars, and for women fiftv 
cents. After a member has paid five annual payments, whether in one 
payment or in several, he or she shall be considered a life member, and 
no further annual dues shall be required. No person shall be entitled to 
vote until his or her dues shall be paid for the current year. 

Section VI. 

WITHDRAWAL FROM MEMBERSHIP. 

Art. I. — Any member in good standing shall be entitled to an 
honorable discharge from membership at his or her request, by giving one 
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month's previons notice in writing, and when their request has been ac- 
cepted they shall forfeit all claims upon the corporation and be clear from 
all responsibility therein. 

Section VII. 

EXPULSION OF MEMBERS. 

Art. I. — Any member may be suspended or expelled upon a recom- 
mendation of a majority of the Board of Directors, approved by a two- 
thirds vote of the members of the corporation present. A member dis- 
charged as above shall forfeit all claims upon the corporation. 

Section VIII. 
meetincs. 
Art. I. — There shall bo an annual mectinir of the corporation for the 
election of officers and the transaction of business, in the city of Xew 
Bedford, on the third Saturday in February. 

Art. II. — Keirular mcetinas shall be held on the Hrst and third Sat- 
urdays of December, Jaiuiary and February. All so-called "Field 
meetings" and ''Winter meetings" hereafter a))})ointe(i by the corpora- 
tion shall be reirular meetin<>'s for the transaction of business. 

Section IX. 
(noRUM. 
Art.. I. — Twenty members shall constitute a (|U()rum at the annual 
meeting of the corporation. 

Art. II. — Ten members shall constitute a quorum at regular and 
special meetings. 

Art. III. — Five members shall constitute a (juorum of the Board of 
Directors. 

Section X. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Art. I. — These by-laws shall be altered or amended only by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present and voting thereon at a regular 
meeting, notice of such proposed alterations or amendments having been 
given in writing and read at a regular meeting at least one month previous 
to said vote.
